But the conditions are not the 
same in these two places. In the 
first place, there are a great many 
mare railways, running into. Minnea- 
polts than into Winhipeg, therefore 
the work of reshipping the ears 
a „ the grain is... is 
Spread’ among more companies and 
consequent!y the cars are moved more 
quickly. ‘Then, owipg to the big 
mills located in Minneapolis, over 
seventy per cent of the wheat re 
ceived in that clty is milled there, 
while not more than four per cent of 
the wheat taken into Winnipeg is 
milled at that point, and the remain- 
der is shipped on. 8 

Another. claim made in favor of a 
sample market is that the farmers 
wills receive a better price tor their 
grain. The plea put forth is that 
a carload of grain that would just 
miss grading No. 1, has under the pre- 
sent system to be graded No. 2, 
whereas if a sample market were 
effect, that carload of grain woul 
.bring one or two cents per bushel 
over the price of No. 2, and by mixing’ 
it with a carload that was a little over 
No, 3 would make two carloads of No. 
2 


SHEEP EAT RABBITS 


One ot the Most Remarkable Changes 
„of Diet on Record 

One“ of, the most remarkable 
changes of diet on record was that of 
the kea, or mountain parrot of New 
Zealand. Originally a vegetarian, it 
suddenly took to killing sheep and 
lambs, devouring certain tit-bits to 
which it had taken a liking and leay- 
ing the rest of the carcase untouched. 
Owing to these ravages the flock-own- 
ers and the Government have been 
waging a var of extermination 
against the keas that are interfering 
with the human liking for fleshy food. 

Even the sheep at the Antipodes 
have “developed the carniverous hab- 
It.“ as a Melbourne paper puts it. 
They bave taken to attacking and eat- 
ing each other as well as rabbits, 
which are still very numerous in Aus- 
tralia in spite of the prodigious 
qu ‘fatities of them that are every year 
trapped, tinned and exported. 80 
far the phenomenon of the carniver- 
ous sheep has not been noticed out- 
side the southern district of New 
South Wales, but the news Will doubt- 
lelss soon spread. One paper thinks 
it possible that Australia may evolve 
a “wild man-eating merino” that will 
provide good sport for big-game hunt- 
ers.

“It may be foreseen that the United 
States, with its decided predilection to 
the west, will in thirty or forty years 
have occupied and peopled the lars 
tract of land beyond the Hocky moun. 
tains. it may, furthermore, be fore 
seen that along the whole const of the 
Pacific ocean, where nature has ab 
teady formed the most capacious and 
secure harbors, important commercial 
towns will gradually arise for the fur. 
therance of a great intercourse between 
China and the Nast Indies and the 
United States. in such a case it would 
not only be desirable, but almost neces 
sary, that a more rapid communication 
should be maintained between the east- 
ero and western shores of North Amer 
fea, both by merchant ships and men 
of war, than has hitherto been possible 
with the tedious, disagreeable and ex- 
pensive voyage around Cape Horn.

CATTLE ON GRASS 


Grass and beef production ate ae” 


chosely allied as are corn and pork pro- 
duction, writes J. L. Tormey in the 
Country Gentleman. In spite, of the 
cry that land is too high priced te 
Pasture, the bulk of the beef that te 
marke’ ie produced on grass a8 @ 
feed thronghout a greater part of the 
year, and it is safe to say that most 
of the gains made are made on grass 
alone or on grass as a part of the fat 
tening ration, 1 ‘ 

The man who feeds in the corn belt 
utilizes some pasture because expert- 
ence bas taught bim that he can feed 
more economically in summer with 
grass as a roughage than he can ip 
winter on dry roughage. Some men 
utilize pasture to “graze down” the 
cost of stockers that are to be sold as 
feeders at the ond of the graring sen- 
son, Others place feeders upon the 
grass in the spring and sell them as 
grass fat cattle at the end of the sea- 
n. Many cattle are kept over winter 
and fed on grass the following spring 
or early summer to be sold in June or 
duly before the range rush comes te 
the market.
